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SPARGANTACEAE OF NEVADA

Marsh or aquatic plants with creeping rootstocks and fibrous 
roots, erect or floating simple or branched stems, and sessile, 
linear, 2-ranked leaves, Flowers monoecious, densely crowded in 
globular sessile or pedunculate heads, the staminate uppermost; 
fertile heads becoming bur-like from the divergent beaks, but the 
pistils at maturity falling awey separately, Perianth of a few ir- 
regular chaffy scales, Fruit a nutlet, partly surrounded by the 


scale-like sepals, 


The family comprises a single genus, 
1, SPARGANIUM (Tourn,) L. Bur Reed
